Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where 
responsive records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, 
investigative, intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, 
intelligence, and administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI 
Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) 
records are included in the CRS. The standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless 
specifically requested, a standard search does not include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of 
previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this 
dual mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on 
every person, subject, or entity. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division 
provides Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal 
history records are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a 
listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal 
employment, naturalization, or military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity History 
Summary Check.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 
SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 


(A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 
policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

information ( A ) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings, ( B ) would deprive a person of a right to a fair 
trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) could 
reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any private 
institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

In commenting on the political’ question she said it 
should be agreed at this corivention that the Party support 
ADAMS but they go to ADAMS and tell him that if he wants the 
support of all peace loving people of Massachusetts that he must 
promise in the event he is defeated (in the primaries) he will 
support’ BROOKE. 


At the second session, TEIXEIRA proposed that his 
"Main Report" be mimeographed and distributed to all the clubs. 
This and the other recommendations of TEIXEIRA were adopted. 


During this second session OTIS HOOD submitted the 
names of several -people for the District Committee. These were 
approved by the convention and they included OTIS HOOD, 

EDWARD TEIXETRA, ANNE TIMPSON and LEWIS JOHNSON.

On June 4, 1966, the first session of the District 
Convention, CPUSA, New England Distriet, was held at the Oval 
Room of the Bradford Hotel, Boston, Massachusetts. Among

OTIS HOOD spoke briefly and introduced EDWARD TEIXEIRA 
to those present, mentioning that the latter was in the Party 
for many years and was sent in November, 1965., .to a Party school 
to study and prepare to assume leadership in the New England 
area. ° 


TEIXEIRA then spoke for am hour and during his talk 
mentioned that the. ‘Party was interested in the campaign of 
EDWARD BROOKE because it has created interest throughout the 
country, and the eyes of the political world were centered on 
Massachusetts. 


TEIXEIRA: mentioned that another man -named ADAMS is also 
a candidate in Massachusetts for the United States Senate. ADAMS 
has shown his platform is a peace platform and he should also 
be supported. ~TEIXEIRA, however, dwelt-at- length on BROOKE 
again and said it is important that the Party do everything in 
its power to see that BROOKE is a successful candidate because 
ADAMS would be very weak in the primaries. 


ARNOLD JOHNSON was next presented.to the convention by 
OTIS HOOD and JOHNSON praised - TEIXEIRA's report. JOHNSON said 
the entire country is watching BROOKE's campaign because -the 
office he is seeking is the highest office any Negro ever 
aspired to.

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HOOD opened .the meeting with a discussion on the new 
program of the CPUSA. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported he had met 
with some Negro groups in Boston. 


It was brought out at’ this meeting that a new club 
had been formed in Dorchester (Boston) with many young people. 
It was further mentioned that this new club drafted a letter 
to support the candidacy of EDWARD BROOKE for United States 
Senator from Massachusetts. LIGHTFOOT at this point said he 
vanted a copy. of this letter to take back with him to be 
discussed at a national level. LIGHTFOOT pointed out that 
Massachusetts is the only state in the union where there will 
be an opportunity to elect a Negro United States Senator.
